Knife-wielding burglars terrify couple in their home |

Brave Tadworth grandparents 
who were robbed at knifepoint in 
their own home by four black-clad 
burglars in balaclavas said they 
thought they were going to die. 

Rodney and Thelma Lay, who 
are in their 60s, were watching 
Downton Abbey on Sunday night 
when they heard several loud 
bangs outside. 

Thinking they were fireworks, 
Mr Lay, a volunteer in the Royal 
Horticultural Society’s laborato¬ 
ry, went to investigate and was 
confronted by four men. 

All spoke with thick London 
accents. He believes one was black 
and one was white. 

The grandfather-of-two, of Ta- 
dorne Road, said he was over-pow¬ 
ered by the men who were 
brandishing knives. 

He said: “By the time they had 
overpowered me they were bran¬ 
dishing kitchen knives, which we 
subsequently realised were ours. 

“They ordered us to, ‘Sit on the 
sofa. Look at the floor. Do not look 
up. Where is the money? Where is 
the gold? Where is the jewellery’?” 

The men took the couple’s 
mobile phones from the kitchen

leaving them unable to call for 
help. 

Mr Lay said while one of the 
men searched behind the sofa and 
guarded him and his wife down¬ 
stairs, the others went upstairs in 
search of valuable jewellery. 

As the terrified couple sat with 
Downton Abbey still playing on a 
projector screen - muted because 
one of the men had ripped out the 
plug for their speakers - another 
shouted from upstairs asking 


where their jewellery was. 

Mrs Lay, a volunteer advice 
worker at a local Citizens’ Advice 
Bureau, offered to help, and said 
she was then “marched” upstairs 
at knifepoint to show where it was 
hidden. 

She said: “They asked, where ex¬ 
actly is it? And I said I can show 
you. They marched us both up¬ 
stairs. There was one in front and 
one behind with a knife. 

“When we went upstairs I was a 


bit more nervous because at the 
top of the house you’re a bit more 
isolated. 

“I showed them where it was, 
but they threw away the silver 
stuff - so at least I still have 
some earrings and I still have my 
wedding ring.” 

After taking a small amount of 
gold jewellery and loose change, 
the men sprayed their victims’ 
hands with cleaning fluid before 
turning all the lights off in the 
house and fleeing in the couple’s 
silver Audi A3. 

Mrs Lay said: “I really thought 
they were going to kill us because 
of the knives. 

“I whispered to my husband, 
‘Thank God we are still together.’ 
If we were in separate rooms I 
do not know what would have 
happened. 

“After a good night’s sleep I feel 
more settled, but I keep getting 
flashbacks.” 

Surrey Police would particular¬ 
ly like to speak to anyone who saw 
the car being driven away from 
the house or in the area at about 
10.15pm on Sunday, November 1.

War hero’s medals for sale 


The war medals and Rolex watch of a 
Stoneleigh war hero who was murdered 
by the Gestapo in 1944 after taking part 
in the Great Escape may sell for more 
than £50,000 at auction. 

Flight Lieutenant John Francis 
Williams - known as Jack - was the 67th 
Allied officer to escape through tunnel 
“Harry” during the Great Escape on a 
bitterly cold night in March 1944. 

He was also one of the 50 selected and 
executed by the Gestapo on Hitler’s di¬ 
rect orders following the discovery of 
the breakout. 


Mr Williams, who was in the Epsom 
Players and worked at the Engineering 
Company before the war, volunteered to 
join the RAF and was accepted in June 
1940. 

His war medals and Rolex Chrono¬ 
graph are being sold in a lot at Bourne 
End Auction Rooms, in Bucking¬ 
hamshire, on Wednesday, December 2. 

Martyn Perrin, watch consultant at 
the auction rooms has previously sold a 
watch with a similar history for £50,000, 
and believes Mr Williams’ may sell for 
even more.

Street in shock after 
knifepoint robbery

A secluded and quiet Tadworth 
street was in shock as news fil¬ 
tered through to residents of a 
distressing knifepoint burglary 
over the weekend. 

Four black-clad burglars forced 
their way into the detached 
house of an elderly couple in 
leafy Tadorne Road at about 
10.15pm on Sunday, November 1. 

The masked intruders threat¬ 
ened the couple with their own 
knives and demanded money, 
jewellery and gold coins. 

The terrified victims handed 
over their jewellery and mobile 
phones, and the men sprayed 
cleaning fluid over their hands. 

The raiders left the large de¬ 
tached house after stealing the 
couple’s car, a silver Audi S3, 
from the driveway. 

Although the couple were left 
shaken, they were not physically 
hurt. 

Surrey Police launched an 


appeal and later sent a letter to 
neighbours informing them of 
what happened. 

Jonathan White, 34, a banker 
from Teddington, was looking 
after his grandmother-in-law 
and said he was shocked. 

He said: “It is so uncommon 
here. It is secluded and quiet. 

“I was completely shocked - 
really shocked.” 

One woman spoke to the 
Epsom Guardian from behind a 
bolted door - visibly scared after 
hearing about the attack on her 
neighbours. 

She said: “I am so shocked. It 
must have been very frightening 
for them.” 

At the other end of the street, 
residents were not yet aware of 
their neighbours’ “frightening” 
ordeal. 

Sarah Webster, a 38-year-old 
stay-at-home mum, said: “It’s a 
concern that nobody had in¬ 
formed us about it. 

“We should have been told 
about it - definitely by the police 
- a leaflet through the door, or 
something.” 


A few doors down, her neigh¬ 
bours were similarly in the dark. 

Another couple were surprised 
that they had not heard anything 
- on Sunday night or afterwards. 

Surrey police are appealing for 
witnesses, and would particular¬ 
ly like to speak to anyone who 
saw the car being driven away 
from the address or in the area at 
the time. 

Detective Constable Jemma 
Daly, who is investigating, said: 
“This was a traumatic and dis¬ 
tressing ordeal for the victims 
who were threatened at knife¬ 
point in their own home. 

“We are pursuing a number of 
lines of enquiry, but would be 
very keen to hear from anyone 
who was in the area at the time of 
the offence - even the most seem¬ 
ingly insignificant piece of infor¬ 
mation could help us progress 
our investigation.”

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Halloween 
stab horror 


Two Hallo¬ 
ween party- 
goers are 
recovering 
from knife 
injuries after 
a gang turned 
up uninvited to a 
house party and a row spi¬ 
ralled out of control. 

Surrey Police were called to 
an address in Walsingham 
Gardens, Stoneleigh, pict¬ 
ured, following reports a 
gang of men had turned up 
uninvited and were arguing 
with guests. 

One 18-year-old man suf¬ 
fered what police described 
as a minor wound after he 
was stabbed in his upper 
body. The victim’s friend, 
also 18, intervened and was 
stabbed in the left arm before 
a man fled. 

A 17-year-old boy was ar¬ 
rested on suspicion of assault 
after the stabbings at about 
11.45pm on October 31. 

Detective Constable Mich¬ 
ael Queally said: “This inci¬ 
dent took place after a 
Halloween party at the ad¬ 
dress spiralled out of control, 
with a group of male youths 
turning up uninvited and two 
of the guests ending up with 
stab wounds. 

“We are continuing to 
speak to a number of wit¬ 
nesses and carrying out ex¬ 
tensive enquiries, but we 
would like to hear from any¬ 
one with any information 
which could help us piece 
together the evening’s events 
and ensure the offender is 
brought to justice.” 

The 17-year-old boy from 
London has been released on 
bail to return to Salfords 
custody suite on Friday, De¬ 
cember 11.

Bungling bank robber 
in burger bar stand-off 



Reports have emerged of a 
dramatic stand-off in a burg¬ 
er restaurant shortly after a 
failed bank robbery at Lloyds 
in Epsom town centre. 

Police were called at about 
2pm on Monday to reports of 
a man claiming to have a gun 
and demanding money from 
the High Street branch of 
Lloyds bank. 

Police said bank staff could 
not see any sign of a weapon 
and he ran down Waterloo 
Road after spotting arriv¬ 
ing officers. 


Dozens of officers in seven 
or eight police cars stormed 
to the town centre supported 
by sniffer dogs and a police 
helicopter. 

Leon Udoye, who works in 
the neighbouring Slug and 
Lettuce pub, said the man 
went into Blacks Burgers in 
Waterloo Road and attempted 
to barricade himself inside, 
telling staff and diners he 
was conducting an armed 
robbery. 

Mr Udoye said: “Apparent¬ 
ly he went in there and block¬ 
aded himself inside, and told 
everyone he had a gun, and it 
was an armed robbery. 


“He grabbed one of those 
bars from an emergency exit 
door and ripped it off as well. 

James Harper, a chef who 
works at Jimmy Spices in 
Derby Square, said he saw a 
police helicopter flying over¬ 
head, as well as sniffer dogs 
and “seven or eight police 
cars full of officers”. 

The 27-year-old said: “I 
went to the bank to get some 
cash at about 2.30pm and the 
doors had been shut and 
there were loads of police 
around. 

“There were sniffer dogs 
too, outside, and a helicopter 
overhead. 

“We work around the cor¬ 
ner, but I did not realise any¬ 
thing was going down until I

A grieving mother of four was 
shocked when a “scumbag” thief 
stole her handbag from a ceme¬ 
tery car park as she laid flowers 
on her father and grandmother’s 
graves. 

Laura Locke, 49, of Hook Road, 
Epsom, visited Epsom cemetery 
in Ashley Road on Sunday, 
October 25 with one of her 
daughters, and her 81-year-old 
grandmother. 

She did not lock her car during 
their visit as she had her hands 
full with flowers and because she 
felt the cemetery was a “nice, 
quiet, peaceful area”. 

When she got back to her car, 
she found the door ajar and her 
handbag - full of sentimental 
photos and documents - gone. 

Mrs Locke later returned to the 
cemetery with her daughter and 
hunted for four hours, but could 
not find it. 

She said: “I’m a regular visitor 
to the cemetery. I was at my 
nan’s grave literally about five 
graves away from the car. 

“I did what I had to do at the 
grave and I went back.” 

Petty cash, keys and make-up 
were among the bulk of the items 
in the purse. 

But she said the worst of

the lost items were baby photos 
of her daughters and birth 


and death certificates of 
her ancestors. 

Despite getting reference 
numbers from Surrey Police and 
Epsom and Ewell Borough Coun¬ 
cil she remains pessimistic of 
being reunited with her beloved 
possessions. 

She said: “For a while I left a 
note saying, ‘Thank you to the 
scumbag who stole my handbag 
from my car’. 

“There are no CCTV cameras 
up there. 

“It is a lesson. Lock up your car 
- even in a cemetery.” 

Mrs Locke praised Epsom and 
Ewell Borough Council, which 
urged grass cutters and litter 
pickers at the cemetery to look 
out for the handbag. 

A council spokesperson said: 
“Crime at the cemetery and tar¬ 
geting the bereaved is a very rare 
occurrence. 

“It is a sad reflection that, un¬ 
fortunately, there are nefarious 
individuals who will seize on any 
opportunity and it is important 
that the public safeguard their 
valuables in any public place and 
don’t leave handbags in view in 
unoccupied vehicles even for the 
shortest period of time.” 

Police are appealing for 
witnesses.

Body in woods believed to be missing man 


Residents have expressed sadness 
and shock after a body believed to 
be that of a missing man was 
found in Banstead. 

The body was discovered in 
Banstead Woods, off Holly Lane, 
at about midday on Sunday and 
Surrey Police said they believed it 
was that of 40-year-old Rafal Dor- 
marczuk, from Barnes, who was 
last seen at about 3.30pm on 
Saturday, October 31. 

Officers patrolled the Chipstead 
area, speaking to business own¬ 
ers, on Saturday evening after Mr 
Dormarczuk’s car was reportedly 
found in a Holly Lane car park. 

Sofia O’Connor, who works at 
the Rambler’s Rest pub, said: 
“The police came in I think on 
Saturday evening, at about 5pm, 
to ask about this man. 

“I assume it was the same per¬ 
son - they showed a picture of a 
man with a shaved head and said 
he was a vulnerable person. 

“They told us he wasn’t a 


danger to others. 

“It’s really sad, what’s hap¬ 
pened. You have to feel for his 
family.” 

Dog walker Angela Thomas, 
who lives in Park Road, Banstead, 
said she was “shocked and sad¬ 
dened” when a fellow dog-walker 
told her the news. 

She said: “It’s such a big, dark 
woods and it can get quite scary 
when it’s as foggy. It’s very 
creepy. 

“You have to feel sorry for the 
person and their family. It’s al¬ 
ways awful to hear things like 
this. It’s terrible.” 

Builder Mark Smith said there 
had been another notable death in 
Banstead Woods “about six years 
ago”. 

The 42-year-old said: “A while 
back - about six years ago - there 
was a man who took a woman into 
the forest and murdered her. It’s a 
huge place. 

“I don’t know if that’s what’s 


happened here. 

“I only heard about it this morn¬ 
ing when I went into work, but 
apparently coppers were around 
asking questions on Saturday and 
Sunday.” 

Ratnasinghau Kiru, who owns 
the post office, said police had vis¬ 
ited shops and businesses at 
about 7pm or 8pm on Saturday, 
but said he was surprised because 
Chipstead was a very quiet place. 

He said: “This is a very nice 
place round here, you know. 

“You don’t get things like this 
happening ever. Very quiet, 
family place. I’ve never had any 
problems.” 

Police said Mr Dormarczuk’s 
next of kin have been informed 
and a file has been passed to the 
coroner. 

A Surrey Police spokeswoman, 
said: “This is a tragic incident and 
our thoughts are with Ratal’s 
family at this extremely difficult 
time.”

Ambulance response 
times under scrutiny

Surrey’s NHS ambulance trust is 
under investigation by a health 
regulator after it ran a project 
that increased the time seriously 
ill patients waited for 
ambulances. 

Between December 2014 and 
February 2015, the South East 
Coast Ambulance Service (SE- 
CAmb) changed how it handled 
111 calls, giving itself an extra 
ten minutes to respond to calls in 
the second-most serious catego¬ 
ry, which includes “life-threaten¬ 
ing” conditions, above the 
standard eight minutes. 

A spokesman from regulator

Monitor expressed concerns 

Monitor said: “Monitor has con¬ 
cerns about how the trust is 
being run and how decisions are 
being made. 

“It has reasonable grounds to 
suspect that the trust is in breach 
of its licence to provide NHS 
services. 

“The regulator is working with 
the trust to identify what needs 


to be done to review the impact 
this project could have had on 
patients.” 

The Daily Telegraph reported 
on Saturday, October 31, that this 
scheme is linked to the deaths of 
“up to 25 patients”. 

SECAmb chief executive Paul 
Sutton said: “The process was 
undertaken to ensure that we 
were able to respond promptly to 
the most seriously ill patients. 

“However, we recognise it was 
not well implemented and we did 
not use our own corporate gover¬ 
nance processes correctly. 

“These are serious findings. 

“As a trust, we remain ex¬ 
tremely proud of the high quali¬ 
ty and compassionate clinical 
services that SECAmb provides 
to our patients.”

which she did. 

One of the men was white, of 
large build with short hair and 
stubble, wearing blue jeans and a 
blue jumper. The other was also 
white and was wearing a grey 
hooded jumper. 

Police are also looking for the 
owner of a white van with a 


foreign number plate that was 
seen in the area around the time 
of the theft. 

The victim received another 
visit from a man on Thursday, 
October 29, but she refused to 
give him money.

‘Improving’ home’s 
sanctions are lifted

A Banstead nursing home 
threatened with closure is cele¬ 
brating sanctions being lifted 
and held a Halloween party for 
residents 

The Care Quality Commission 
(CQC) said in March that Firtree 
House Nursing Home, in Fir 
Tree Road, Banstead - owned for 
25 years by Salim Jiwa - was not 
meeting the standards required. 

Concerns had been raised in 
July 2014 about residents’ con¬ 
sent to care and treatment, their 
care and welfare, safeguarding, 
the management of medicines, 
and assessing and monitoring 
the quality of the service. 

But since Mr Jiwa has invested 
some £10,000 into the home, and 
after a summer of inspections by 
the CQC and Surrey social ser¬ 
vices the decision has been made 
to allow the home to remain 
open, and upgraded its rating 
from “inadequate” to “requires 
improvement”. 

A CQC report into the home 
will be published in due course, a 
spokesman said. 

Manager Denise Springthorpe, 
who was hired in April to turn 
the home around, maintained 
the concerns over patient care 
had more to do with a

breakdown in communication 
than the care itself. 

She said: “We have a very good, 
very dedicated nursing staff 
here and I feel we’ve turned 
things around here. No concern 
was actually raised in terms of 
the actual care for our residents, 
but the issues came from a lack 
of communication between our 
staff.” 

The Epsom Guardian reported 
in May a 101-year-old woman suf¬ 
fered a serious head wound after 
falling out of bed and was not 
taken to hospital - or seen by a 
doctor - for two days. But Mrs 
Springthorpe says a strategy 
plan, put in place in consultation 


with social services, and new 
procedures mean incidents like 
these will be avoided. 

In addition to the removal of 
the closure notice, Social Ser¬ 
vices have lifted an embargo on 
the admittance of new residents 
and the environmental health re¬ 
port was also improved from a 
one-star rating to a five. 

Mr Jiwa’s son, Shamir, said: 
“The staff are great and - along 
with the extra investment - the 
nurses have worked extremely 
hard as a team to create a warm 
and positive environment for our 
residents.” 

A Halloween party was held on 
Saturday for residents.

‘No lies about tax credits’

Epsom and Ewell MP Chris 
Grayling found himself in the 
spotlight over his comments 
on tax credits and the use of 
the Freedom of Information 
Act last week. 

Mr Grayling, who is the 
leader of the House of Com¬ 
mons, accused the House of 
Lords of creating a “big 
constitutional issue” after it 
voted to block tax credit cuts 
and criticised journalists’ use 
of the legislation to generate 
stories. 

Mr Grayling hit the nation¬ 
al headlines on October 
27 after Labour and Liberal 
Democrat peers supported 
amendments requiring 


George Osborne to change 
his proposed £4.6bn in cuts to 
income subsidies for low- 
income families, which have 
been voted for three times in 
the House of Commons. 

Speaking about the impact 
of tax credit cuts, Mr 
Grayling said: “All of these 
measures need to be seen as 
part of a larger package 
which includes free child¬ 
care, cutting rents for work¬ 
ing people in housing 
associations and cutting 
taxes for people on lower 
incomes. 

“It also involves the nation¬ 
al minimum wage, and we’ll 
be increasing the national 
living wage after that. 

“But we also did say we 
would be making cuts in the 
welfare bill at the time of the 
election.

“It’s false to say we lied 
about this because we said all 
along there would be £12bn 
worth of cuts in welfare 
spending.” 

A couple of days later, he 
said in the Commons: “The 
Freedom of Information Act 
is something this Govern¬ 
ment is committed to but we 
want to make sure it works 


well and fairly. 

“It cannot be abused. It 
cannot be misused. 

“It is on occasions misused 
by those who use it effective¬ 
ly as a research tool to gener¬ 
ate stories for the media. 
That is not acceptable.” 

The Freedom of Informa¬ 
tion Act, fully introduced in 
2001, allows access to infor¬ 
mation held by public 
authorities by obliging them 
to publish records of their 
activities. 

Earlier this year the Gov¬ 
ernment launched a consul¬ 
tation on whether to restrict 
the act, for example by issu¬ 
ing fees on members of the 
public who submit requests.

Hospital offers lifeline to Malawi 


Equipment for life-saving 
surgery has been delivered to 
hospitals in Malawi thanks to 
St Helier Hospital and Epsom 
charity Ameca. 

The anaesthetic machines 
were sent to Ndirande 
Community Hospital, on the 
outskirts of Malawi’s second- 
biggest city Blantyre, and 
Kalemba Mission Hospital in 
Bangula, in the south of the 
country. 


Dutch charity Malawi.Kom 
also chipped in to send the 
machines, which doctors say 
will allow more complex 
procedures than existing 
facilities. 

St Helier surgeon Dr Paul 
Thomas said: “For St Helier 
Hospital, a more cost-effec¬ 
tive solution in the long-run 
is to replace the equipment; 
for hospitals in underdevel¬ 
oped parts of Africa however, 


donations of machines like 
these offer a real lifeline.” 

Ruth Markus, from Ameca, 
said: “The key to effective 
help in Malawi is to be able to 
upgrade the pitifully chal¬ 
lenged rural hospitals in 
order to reduce the patient 
burden on the central 
hospitals. The really positive 
results of these low-cost, 
high-impact initiatives are 
profound.” 


Club funding 

An Epsom charity has received 
funding for a weekly social 
club that offers a “caring and 
safe environment” for vulner¬ 
able adults with learning 
disabilities. 

The Sunnybank Trust 
received a large enough dona¬ 
tion from Toyota (GB) to fund 
18 weeks of its weekly Kites 
Club.

Kites Club manager and 
CEO of the Sunnybank Trust,

five top tips for 
those looking to 
sell their homes 


1) It's said that neutral decor 
sells homes and, of course, it 
does. It's tough to be offended 
by neutral colours, and then if 
buyers want to inject colour and 
pattern, it's not hard to do so. 
Neutral doesn't, by any means, 
have to be bland and boring 
though - it's all about how you 
put the look together with acces¬ 
sories, flooring and furniture. 

Neutral colours, especially 
white, also help to make rooms 
feel lighter, brighter and more 
spacious. The Dulux Light + Space 
Matt range (from £20.99 for 
2.5ltr, dulux.co.uk) has the 
same intention. 

These neutral and pastel 
colours use light-reflective 
particles to bounce light around, 
and work especially well in 
gloomy, north-facing rooms. 

2) It's easy to live with unfin¬ 
ished DIY jobs, but once you've 
decided to put your home on the 


market, dodgy DIY is a big no-no. 

It can put buyers off and make 
them think they'll need to spend 
more time and money finishing 
the work than they necessarily 
will. 

If you can't do the jobs yourself, 
get a pro in - it will be money well 
spent. Even if you've finished the 
DIY, you need to keep on top of it 
because things deteriorate. 
Common problems include marks 
on walls, hairline cracks that keep 
opening and chipped woodwork. 

Things like this make your home 
look shabby, so going from room 
to room with a fresh eye and 
putting right the problems is 
worth the effort. 

3) It's also worth scrutinising 
the outside of your home. Exteri¬ 
or maintenance is easy to over¬ 
look, but it's something a buyer's 
surveyor will pick up on, so it's 
worth pre-empting any remedial 
work, as it could save you time, 


money and hassle. 

Not maintaining the exterior 
can also lead to problems inside, 
such as damp caused by missing 
or slipped roof tiles, or faulty gut¬ 
tering. 

And don't forget kerb appeal - 
making a good first impression 
from outside your home is 
essential. Inside, a neat and tidy 
hallway also creates a good first 
impression - ensure there's 
enough storage for coats, 
shoes and scarves, etc, 
preferably out of sight. 

A) Giving your home a really 
good clean - and cleaning, 
airing and tidying it before 
every viewing - is a must. 

If you have masses of personal 
items on display, consider 
packing them away. While making 
your home look too sterile 
won't help sell it, a cluttered 
home will put buyers off. 

Remember, they may look in 


cupboards and wardrobes, so 
stuffing these full of things isn't 
the answer because it shows you 
don't have enough storage space. 
Instead, create more storage, 
preferably built-in or in the loft 
or garden, or get the stuff out of 
your home and into a storage 
unit. 

5) Make the most of the space 
you have - put a dining table 
in the kitchen (as long as it 
isn't a squeeze) to turn it into 
a kitchen-diner, and put 
the biggest bed you can 
comfortably fit in each bedroom. 

If you have a study or home 
office and the room would be 
more valuable as a bedroom, 
swap the desk for a bed, at 
least while you sell. 

The trick is to make your 
home easy for buyers to imagine 
as their home, and to move 
on emotionally so you can 
move on physically.

Report shows rise in tenant demand 


According to the NLA, National Land¬ 
lords association, 40 per cent of 
landlords are reporting an increase 
in tenant demand in most areas of 
the UK within the past three months. 

The east of England experienced 
the largest demand, showing a 48 
per cent increase in demand for 
rental properties. This was followed 
by the south-west, who saw a 45 
per cent increase, followed by the 
south-east, 41 per cent and London 
40 per cent. 

The report stated that only six 
per cent of landlords reported a 
decrease in demand over the past 
quarter. These landlords were based 
in the north-east of the UK, closely 


follow by 12 per cent in Wales and 
Yorkshire and 11 per cent in the 
north-west. 

Carolyn Uphill, Chairman, NLA, 
said: "These figures demonstrate 
just how important the private 
rented sector is in housing a growing 
number of people. Our research 
indicates that 
five per cent of 
landlords 
will sell 
up follow¬ 
ing the 
Govern¬ 
ment's plans 
to remove 
mortgage 


interest relief for landlords, which 
could affect some 600,000 tenancies. 

"The Government's planned 
changes, which will be phased over a 
period of years, gives landlords 
effected time to review their 
finances, but some will still be forced 
to sell or trade at a loss which is 
unsustainable and the projected 
impact will mean that renters 
will lose out as a dwindling 
stock drives up prices and 
competition for homes."

Southfield Park catchment area properties outperform Epsom average by 52.58% 


I was having a chat with an Epsom 
property investor the other day, when 
he asked if schools, especially primary 
schools, affected the local property 
market in terms of demand from buyers 
and tenants to a property. Anecdotally, 
I have always known this to be true, a 
good school creates good demand 
and good demand does affect house 
prices. So, I asked my colleagues 
on the front line, who take the phone 
calls from people putting themselves 
on our mailing list and they confirmed 
that most people cite location as their 
number one factor. 

After looking through our mailing list, 
it confirms there is a close correlation 
between the high demand areas of Epsom 
and the close proximity to a good primary 
school. Talking to my team in a recent 
morning meeting, they agreed many people 
would look to increase their budget quite 
significantly, whilst others would consider 
downgrading their property requirements to 
be close to a good primary school. 


Those of you who regularly read this blog will 
know I like a challenge, so I decided to look 
at the science behind these assumptions. 
According to the School Guide website, 
Southfield Park Primary School is one of the 
best primary schools in Epsom. Its figures 
are certainly impressive. Their last Ofsted 
Report classified it as Outstanding, 93% of 
11-year pupils achieving Level 4 or above 
in maths, reading and writing whilst 47% of 
them achieved level 5. Finally, the schools’ 
KS2 rating was classed as Excellent. 

Looking at property sales within half a mile 
of Southfield Park, property values have 
risen in value since 1999 by 217.36%, whilst 
according to recent figures, the Epsom 
average as a whole has risen in the same 
time frame by 142.46%. 

That means the parents of Southfield 
Park have seen the values of their 
properties rise proportionally 52.58% 
more than the Epsom average ... 
interesting don’t you think? 

However, whilst a good primary school 
significantly contributes more to house 


prices, the same can’t be said for secondary 
schools. There are two reasons for this, firstly, 
as secondary schools are much larger, so 
their catchment areas are correspondingly 
much larger, meaning parents don’t need 
to live so close to the school. Secondly, in 
the UK, whilst the difference between the top 
25% and bottom 25% of secondary schools 
is not insignificant, in the primary school 
sector, the difference between the top 25% 
and bottom 25%, according to the London 
School of Economics, is considerably and 
significantly more. 

Many other Epsom landlords, both who are 
with us and many who are with other Epsom 
agents and also potential investors pop 
in for a coffee or ring/email me to discuss 
the Epsom property market, to consider 
how Epsom compares with its closest 
rivals and hopefully we can answer all their 
questions.
